Regarding dependent claim 4/independent claim 120, Applicant's argument that Alley fails to disclose "a number of words" of said voice 
data stream is not persuasive. The final rejection mailed 28 April 2008 points out that the only reasonable reading of the term "words" in 
the current context is as a digital byte stream, with each byte being a "word". Because Alley is clearly concerned with coding a digital byte 
stream of data by ADPCM, A-Law, or mu-law, and that a plurality of statistical parameters are sequentially generated from the digital byte 
stream to identify a coding scheme, it follows that "a number of words" are disclosed by Alley. Applicant has not pointed to any contrary 
meaning to be accorded to "a number of words" from the Specification. 

Regarding dependent claim 2/independent claim 121, Applicant's argument that Alley and Zhang et al. ('963) fail to disclose linear G.71 1 is 
not persuasive. It is agreed by stipulation that the Wikipedia definition can be disregarded for purposes of the rejection. However, it is 
maintained that those skilled in the art would know that standard encoding by PCM (pulse code modulation) represents linear encoding by 
G.71 1 , while encoding by A-law or mu-law represents a nonlinear (or logarithmic) encoding by G.71 1 . Applicant has not pointed to any 
contrary meaning to be accorded to "linear" from the Specification. 
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
